DAY. 


SENATE. 


Sacramknto, February 17, 1881. 
The Senate met in regular session at 1 p. m., 
President Mansfield in the chair. Roll called ; quo­ 
rum present. Journal of yesterday read aud cor­ 
rected. 
Mr. ZrcK asked that the Assembly messages be 
taken up, and A. B. 478, creating a new Assembly 
contingent fund, be read for the first time. 
On motion of Mr. Zl ck, the bill was placed at the 
head of the second-reading file for to-morrow. 
Other Assembly bills were read in their order. 
Mr. N eu m a n n moved that A. B. 55, relating to day 
labor on public buildixigs, be referred to the Com­ 
mittee ou Finance. 
Mr. Esos moved that it be referred to the Com­ 
mittee on Labor and Capital. 
The roll was called, and the motion to refer to the 
Committee on Labor and Capital carried by a vote 
of IS to 17. 
Mr. J ouhbon moved that the substitute for S. B. 
119, dividing the State into Senate and Assembly 
District*, which was the special order for the hour, 
be taken up ou to-morrow morning, immediately 
after the reading of the journal. 
Mr. R yan moved to amend the motion by post­ 
poning consideration of the bill until Saturday at 2 
p. M.Mr. Enos said that there were grave constitutional 
questions involved, and it might be necessary to re­ 
fer the bill to the Judiciary Committee. He claimed 
that the hill disfranchised the city of San Fruieiseo. 
Mr. Lampsox expressed himself as being opposed 
to the bill in its present form. It in effect deprived 
Tuolumne county of 5 000 votes. 
The roll was called on Mr. Ryan’s amendment, re­ 
sulting in its loss by a vote of 21 to 14. 
Mr. Jounson’s motion prevailed by a vote of 24 
to 14. 
. 
The Committee on City and Town Governments 
recommended the passage of S. B. 158. 
The Committee on Finance made a majority re­ 
pot t recommending the passage of S. B. 358, relat­ 
ing to the Bank Commissioners. 
Mr. Ryan complained as a member of the com­ 
mittee that he had not had an opportunity to ex­ 
amine the bill. 
Mr. Pardee said that his object was to save time. 
It was almost an iiu|K>ssibility to get a quorum of 
the committee togeiher. He did not pass by the 
Senator from Humboldt. He labored with him a 
long time, and had consulted with every member of 
the committee. 
Mr. D a v is said that he as a member of the com­ 
mittee had not beeu consulted. 
Mr. Sattkrwuitk moved that the bill be referred 
to the committee, with instructions to report back 
to-morrow morning. He said that he himself was 
a pretty good jiarthan and never had voted to keep 
Republicans in office, but he had done things in 
a littie different way. 
The motion was lost. 
Bil’s were introduced as follows : 
By Mr. W est (froui a Committee on Agriculture)— 
To define certain duties and powers of the Board of 
Viticultura] Commissioners. On file. 
- 
The second reading of S. B. 40, relative to county 
governments, was resumed. 
Consideration of above bill was continued until 
4:30 p. M , when, on motion of Mr. Dickinson, the 
Senate adjourned. 
ASSEMBLY. 


Sacram ento, February 17, 1881. 
The Assembly met at 11 o’clock a. m ., Speaker 
Parks in the chair. Roll call. Quorum present. 
Prayer by the Chaplain. Reading and approval of 
the journal. 
Mr. F r e e r presented a petition from the citizens 
of Butte county against the repeal of the drainage 
Act. Water Rights and Drainage. 
By Mr. K ello g g, from citizens of Plumas county, 
for the enactment of a local option law. Public 
Morals. 
By Mr. Youko. from citizens of Sacramento, for 
the passage of a local option law. Public Morals. 
The Corporation Committee reported back A. Bs. 
329 402, 477 and 403, recommending that they do 
not pass,a8 their general features were embodied in 
Dills previously reported ; S. B. 36, relative to min­ 
ing corporations ; A. B. 46, relative to insurance 
companies, recommending that they do not pass; 
S. B. 30, relative to insurance companies ; S. B. 135, 
relative to foreign corporations; S. B. 193, relative 
to railroad corporations; A. B. 374, relative to de­ 
posits in savings banks, recommending that they do 
pass; A. B. 333, relative to the incorporation of 
mutual fire insurance companies, recommending 
that it douot pass; A. B. 407, relative to the Board 
of Bank Commissioners, recommending that it do 
pass as amended. 
The Committee on Enrollment reported the cor­ 
rect enrollment of A. B. 130. 
Mr. YOUKO introduced a bill amendatory of an 
Act to define and regulate State prisons, relating to 
salaries of the officers and employes. State Hos­ 
pitals. 
S. C. R. 5, telative to the election of four Trus­ 
tees for the State Library, was received from the 
Senate. 
Mr. H o ld en moved to refer it to the Committee 
on State Library. Roll call w as demanded and the 
motion was lost—ayes 20, noes39. 
Mr. M cC a llio n moved a call of the House. Lost— 
ayes 22, noes 43. 
Mr. D el V a l l e moved tho consideration of the 
resolution be made the special order for 3 o’clock 
p. m. 
morrow. 
Mr. M ay said to carry such a motion would practi­ 
cally defeat the resolution. The motion was ¡est­ 
ayes 29, nocs 39. A good deal of parliamentary 
wrangling ensued, which called out the remark from 
Mr. May that lie knew of nothing which would pro­ 
duce such “ wriggling and tergiversations except 
tho pulling of a teat out of the mouth of the Demo­ 
crats/’ 
The resolution "*as then adopted—ayes 41, noes 33. 
Mr. II o ld en gave notice of a motion to recon­ 
sider. 
Mr. M ahon introduced a concurrent resolution 
asking for an appropriation of £20,000 from the Fed­ 
eral Congress to remove obstructions to navigation 
at the mouth of Smith river, in Del Norte county. 
Federal Relations. 
Mr. P l a it moved to suspend the rules and con­ 
sider S. J. It. 3, relative to the Nicaragua inter- 
oceanic canal. Lost—ayes 13, nocs 52. 
The House then passed to the consideration of 
bills on the third reading file. 
A. 13. 473, to appropriate money to supply a defi­ 
ciency in the contingent fund of* the Assembly for 
the twenty-fourth session, was passe 1 unanimously. 
S. it. 336 w'as, on motion of Mr. M ay, considered 
out of order, declared a case of urgency, and read 
the first and second time 
S. B. 80, to amend Sec ion 243 of the Penal Code, 
relating to the punishment of the crime of battery, 
was jfcssed— ayes 42, noes 12. 
S. it. 59, to amend Section 1468 of the Code of 
Civil Procedure, relating to the property set apart 
to the use of the family, was passed also—ayes 17, 
noes 6. 
S. B. 23 to amend Sections 1811 and 1812 of the 
Code of Civil Procedure, relating to sole traders,was 
unanimously passed. 
A message was received from the Governor an­ 
nouncing his approval of A. B. 130, for .the payment 
of the claim of Ham C. Harrison. 
Bills on the second and firot reading files were 
next considered. 
A. B. 152, to amend Section 4109 of the Political 
Code, and to repeal Sections 4024, 4027 and 4111 of 
said Political Code, relating to the election and 
term 3 of office of county and township officers (by 
Mr. Iiartson), was read the second time. 
Mr. R eynolds submitted an amendment to the 
substitute recommended by the committee, so as to 
include in the four years’ term all municipal officers, 
and pending discu sion the House took a recess. 
A fternoon Session. 
Reassembled al 2 o’clock l*. m. 
Mr. M cCl u r e held that a law to be constitutional 
must be made to apply alike to all the counties in 
the State. 
Mr. B ak er of Yolo said that the substitute recom­ 
mended for passage by the Committee on Elections 
was directly in conflict with the Constitution of the 
State. It was the desire of the people all over the 
interior of the State that a law should be enacted 
establishing a uniform system of elections. The 
sub titute should be defeated and the original bill 
amended so as to meet the requirements and then 
adopted. 
Mr. H artson said that he had given the bill more 
mature consideration since the introduction of the 
substitute, and should now desire to make some 
changes. He believed also in .a uniform system of 
election*, and considered that they shculd b3 held 
on the same date in the several counties. Terms of 
four years were preferable to terms of two years. 
The interests of election* should be so far as possi­ 
ble disconnected, because the election of subordi 
nate offices now too often controlled the election of 
the higher offices. Such a course was not best cal­ 
culated to subserve the welfare of the public, and 
should accordingly be abolished. 
No objection 
could be made to an election in 1882. The substi­ 
tute and the original bill both needed to be changed. 
The legislation of classes was special legislation, and 
hence un<\ nstitutional. Hence he would advocate 
the passage of the general law. 
Mr. P la tt said that there should he an election in 
1881 in San Francisco for one year, and then another 
in 1882 for the full term fixed hy law. 
Mr. G il m o r e remarked that every one elected un­ 
der the new Constitution know in their hearts that 
they were elected for one year. Men should not be 
continued in office by a mere technicality of law. A 
change was demanded by the people, and they 
should have it. The original bill and the substitute 
should both be defeated. 
Mr. C am RON said the issue before the House was 
whether the election Jaw should apply to municipal 
corporations or to counties. All that the people of 
his county desired was to be let alone, and not to 
have an election forced upon them when they did 
not desire it. 
Mr. E dw ards said that he believed it to be possi­ 
ble to frame a law which would meet the require­ 
ments of San Francisco, and at the same time be 
acceptable to the counties. 
Mr. F elton was opposed to the substitute, and 
said that he believed the original bill could be 
amended so as to answer the need* of the j»eople in 
the various counties of the State. 
The ameudment to the substitute was defeated. 
Mr. P aulk offered an amendment, which wa* lost, 
and the substitute was then rejected by an unani­ 
mous vote. 
The bill was finally amended so as to read as fol­ 
lows : 
Section 1. Section 4109 of the Political Code is 
amended to read as follows : All elective county, 
city and county and township officers (except 
Superior Ciurt Judges, Justices of the Pea#t) 
shall be elected at the genera] election to be held 
in the year 1882, and at the general election to be 
held every fourth year thereafter, and shall take 
office on the first Monday of March next succeeding 
their election, and shall hold office for fonr years 
The years that said officers are to hold office*are to 
be computed respectively from and including the 
first Monday of March of any one year to and ex­ 
cluding the first Monday of March of the next suc­ 
ceeding year; provided, that all Supervisors and 
Justices of the Peace shall be elected at the general 
election to be held in the year 1S32, and at the gen­ 
eral election to be held every fourth year thereafter, 
j and Bhall take office on the first Monday of January 
; next succeeding their election, and shall hold office 
j for four ye»rj. The years during which a Super­ 


visor and Justice of the Peace are to hold office are 
to be computed respectively from and including the 
first Monday of January of any one year to and ex 
eluding the first Monday of January next succeeding. 
Township officers shall be elected at the general 
election to be held in the year 1882, and at the gen­ 
eral election to be held every second year there­ 
after, and shall take office on the first Monday in 
March next succeeding their election, and shall 
hold office for two years. The years during which a 
township officer is to hold office are to be computed 
respectively from and including the first Monday of 
March of any one year to and excluding the first 
Monday of March of the next succeeding year. 
Section 2. Sections 4024, 4027 and 4111 of the said 
Political Code are hereby repealed. 
Section 3. This Act shall Like effect immediately. 
Pending discussion on further amendments the 
Assembly adjourned. 
CONGRESSIONAL. 
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Senate. 
W ashington, Febrnary 17th.—The Senate re­ 
sumed consideration of the funding bill. 
Platt favored the 3J rate and Pugh 3 per cent. 
Cockrell recalled the fact that Secretary Sherman 
had objected to the silver bill, as it would cripple 
his efforts to float the 4 per eents, yet the latter 
were now 113 after the bill had passed. Then he 
said last year that the 34 or 3.65 bond could not 
float if it ran less than fifty years, yet now he 
thought it could. He believed the 3 per cents would 
float easily, and soon be at a premium. 
At 4:45. a vote being called for, Terry moved an 
amendment of the committee fixing 3A as the rate 
for the long bond by inserting the words “ D ot ex­ 
ceeding,” thus applying the sliding scale provided 
for Treasury notes to the long loan. 
Bayard intimated his willingness to accept the 
amendment, on conditions. It would strengthen the 
34 rate. 
At this point an ineffectual effort was made to ad­ 
journ, Davis, of Illinois, insisting that it was a duty 
the Senate owed the country to'pass a funding bill 
of some kind before adjourning. He thought the 
subject had been talked to death, and that ub every 
member had made up his mind on it, they should 
come to a vote. 
Ferry advocated his amendment, and Allison op­ 
posed it. 
It was rejected—ayes 12, noes 45. 
A vote was then taken 011 the amendment of the 
committee, fixing the interest rate at 
instead of 
3 per cent., as fixed by the House. Rejected—ayes 
22, noes 33. 
The next amendment of the committee, making 
the bonds payable semi-annually, was agreed to 
without objection. 
The next ameudment was to create a 5-20 instead 
of a 5-10 loan. 
McPherson moved to amend so as to make it a 
5-30 loan. 
The amendments providing that Treasury notes 
shall be payable semi-annually, and those of less 
denomination than $100 shall be registered, was 
agreed to. 
An amendment was adopted allowing the .Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury to purchase and pay off matur­ 
ing bonds from the treasury fund, but not so as to 
permanently impair the resumption fund. Ayes 26, 
noes 19. 
QThe river and harbor bill was received from the 
House, and temporarily tabled on the objection of 
Morr.ll to its present consideration. 
The funding bill debate was resumed. 
The provisions of the House bill were substan­ 
tially retained, bo far as related to the provisions 
regarding the deposit of bonds as security by na­ 
tional banks. Aves 21, noes 19. 
The next amendment of the committee, being two 
new sections relating to the payment of the loan in 
am..unts to be determined by the Secretary of the 
Treasury, etc , making the bonds receivable for 
circulation, and providing that onlv interest-bearing 
securities of the United States shall be receivable as 
collateral for Government deposits, was agreed to 
without debate. 
This disposed of the committee amendments. 
Kirkwood submitted an umerdxent as follows : 
It shall be the duty of the Secretary of the Treasury, 
under such rules and regulations as he may pre­ 
scribe, to authorize public subscription at not less 
than parto be received at all depositories of the 
United States and at all national banks for bonds 
and for the Treasury notes herein provided for. 
for thirty days before he shall contract for

RAVAGES OF THE STORM. 
[Napa Reporter, February 17th.] 
People here in this city can hardly real­ 
ize the damage done to roads and bridges 
in the country during the recent high 
water. We took a ride out on the Brown 
valley canyon road last Sunday, and found 
the amount and character of damage truly 
wonderful. In one place we found an im­ 
mense pepperwood tree, two feet in diam­ 
eter, standing erect in the middle of the 
original road-bed, surrounded by debris of 
every description. The tree had come 
down with a land-slide that started a hun­ 
dred yards or more up the mountain side. 
We also saw trees with trunks a9 large as 
a man’s leg doubled up in the shape of a 
hoop, with the tops under the roots. The 
road-beds along the creek have been 
washed out in places for yards, compelling 
horsemen to take to the hillside in order to 
get along. It is utterly impossible to go 
any distance in a vehicle of any kind. IjOw 
places in the road have been tilled up with 
rock, sand, brush, etc., two or three feet 
deep, and immense pines and other trees 
lay across the road in many places. Great 
trees came down the ravine between Mr. 
Butler’s house and barn, carrying away 
fencing and everything that stood in the 
way, and so alarmed Mr. Butler that in 
the middle of the night he sought a neigh­ 
bor’s house down the valley for safety. 
The bridge just beyond Mr. Clark’s place 
in the canyon has been entirely swept 
away.

CONGF.ESS AND OUR RIVERS. 
It has been a favorite argument with the 
advocates of the repeal of the Debris bill 
that Congress ought to bear the expense of 
remedying the evils wrought by hydraulic 
mining. There can be no question as to 
the equity of this position, and it is equally 
clear that in doing what the circumstances 
demand Congress would only be following 
well-established precedents. But it is one 
thing to prove the justice of Euch a claim, 
and quite another thing to secure the re­ 
cognition of the claim by Congress, and 
this has recently been demonstrated in a 
very plain way. 
The House of Represent­ 
atives has just consented to an appropria­ 
tion of §30,000 for the improvement of the 
Sacramento river, and §20,000 for the im­ 
provement of the San Joaquin, and this 
appears to be the best that the California 
delegation can do for us, notwithstanding 
the urgency and persistence of their ap­ 
peals. Of course the sums named are gro­ 
tesquely inadequate to meet the necessities 
of the case. It w ould have been almost as 
well to give us nothing as to put us off 
with such a pittance. But this is not all. 
We find a large number of Eastern jour­ 
nals taking strong ground against the 
granting of any adequate relief for Cali­ 
fornia. These journals claim that the 
work to be done does not properly come 
within the limits of Congressional action, 
and they evince a disposition to leave us 
to whatever remedies we may be enabled 
to devise for ourselves. 
When the proposal was first made to 
appeal to Congress for aid in this connec­ 
tion we foresaw and pointed out the diffi­ 
culties in the way. While fully appreci­ 
ating the justice of the claim, and as fully 
believing that it was the dnty of Congress 
to assist liberally in the removal of dangers 
which had been caused mainly through 
the action of the United States Govern­ 
ment, we realized that it would be ex­ 
tremely difficult for cur Senators and 
Representatives to exercise a power suffi­ 
cient to enforce their views upon Con­ 
gress, and we apprehended that if the 
State was induced to forego action on its 
own behalf in the expectation of Con­ 
gressional aid, we should be liable to fall 
between two stools. At the same time, 
therefore, that we approved the most 
energetic action that could be taken at 
Washington by our delegation, we felt it 
necessary to insist upon the prosecution 
of whatever remedial measures had been 
already adopted, and the result has shown 
the prudence of this advice. 
It may, we trust that it will, be possible 
eventually to impress Congress with the 
necessity of making liberal appropriations 
for the relief and correction of our rivers ; 
but in the meantime we hold it to be in­ 
dispensable that the State should continue 
its own efforts in this direction without 
pause. For it should be evident to all that 
we cannot afford to wait for national aid 
the extension of which is so uncertain. 
While we are waiting the injury to our 
rivers and valleys is increasing continually, 
and every winter adds to the formidable 
list of losses by flood, and renders the re­ 
moval of the evils from which we suffer 
more arduous. Our farmers cannot with­ 
stand the disasters which are being heaped 
upon them. If they are not protected at 
once they will soon have nothing left to 
protect. Already our fertile lands of con­ 
siderable extent have been destroyed, 
and the men who have partially escaped 
thus far have nothing to look forward to 
but hopeless ruin unless active measures 
are taken for their protection. 
Congressional action is proverbially slow 
in matters of this kind, and the fact is not 
to be wondered at when we remember that 
appeals and claims from all parts of the 
country are continually being urged upon 
the attention of that body, and that if it 
undertakes to deal liberally with one Slate 
it will have to bear the jealousy and the 
reproaches of all the others. Moreover it 
has always been the practice to consider 
States in the light of their political im­ 
portance, and it is therefore unavoidable 
that so distant and comparatively insignifi­ 
cant a State as California should be treated 
with less consideration than is accorded to 
the thickly populated territories beyond 
the Rocky Mountains. The difficulty of 
obtaining adequate aid from Congress must 
not deter us from pressing our claims with 
all the force our representation at Wash­ 
ington gives us, but it ought to convince 
us that in a case of this kind we must de­ 
pend mainly upon our own exertions. 
In the case of the Mississippi Mouths 
Congress did not primarily make large ap­ 
propriations, but it agreed to pay the cost 
of the work provided that the methods 
employed proved successful. It is possi­ 
ble that it might be persuaded eventually 
to reimburse California for the sums ex­ 
pended upon the correction of the Sacra­ 
mento and other rivers, and an effort to 
thi3 end is perfectly legitimate. 
Bat 
whatever is done at Washington by our 
Representatives we think it now clear 
that we shall have to rely upon our own 
energies for the relief and protection which 
are indispensable, and the sooner this is 
realized the sooner shall we cease to waste 
precious time in expecting appropriations 
of which there is no present hope. 
Our farmers demand help now. They 
say, and truly, that unless this help is 
granted them at once they will be forced 
to abandon the Sacramento valley. They 
cannot hang on year after year, seeing the 
value of their property dwindle with every 
flood, until at last they are left destitute, 
and their lauds are buried many feet deep 
in “ slickens.” If, therefore, the people 
6f California are not prepared for the 
desertion and subsequent destruction of 
the Sacramento valley, they must make 
up their minds to do what the injured par­ 
ties cannot do for themselves, and they 
must trust to the future for whatever Con­ 
gressional aid it may be possible to obtain. 
There is no further opportunity for con­ 
sideration or delay, however. The danger 
is present and pressing, and State aid 
is the only kind of aid which can now be 
looked to for relief.

KIDNAPING EXTRAORDINARY. 
HEAVY SN0W-ST0SM AT OHIOAGO 
[Los Angeles Express, February 15th.| 
Some time ago a number of the heavy 
Front-street firms of San Francisco were 
badly taken in by a man named Goldwater 
of Arizona. Goldwater had done business 
in the Territory for ten or twelve years, 
and was in excellent standing with the 
wholesalers.

A 
detective and two or three men darted into 
the house, and finding Mr. Goldwater and 
some convivial friends at dinner they laid 
hold of the crooked merchant and hustled 
him on board their train. Away they 
went, and in the twinkling of a cat’s eye 
were across the border on California soil. 
The prisoner was brought directly here, 
arriving Saturday evening in time to be 
placed on board the north-bound freight 
train. He is now in quod in San Francisco, 
where he will be obliged to face his angry 
creditors.

An Oregon Knilroutl Scheme. 
New "York, February 17th.—The Post 
says: It is reported that the chief organizer 
of the Oregon Navigation Company's system 
recently gave notice to his following, who 
under his lead have in the last two years 
made fortunes, that he wanted a fund of 
§8,000,000, to ba used for a purpose which he 
would disclose later ; that in response to this 
notice he received offers of §16,000,000, but 
allotted only §8,000,000 ; moreover, that his 
receipts or certificate of acceptance of sub­ 
scriptions have since sold at 40 per cent, pre­ 
mium. We say that this is reported. It 
was told us by a reputable banker, and parts 
of the tale read like a chapter from the 
works of John Law. We now hear, but not 
on the same authority, that the purpose for 
which this money was wanted is to use it in 
securing control of the Northern Pacific 
Railroad, the scheme being practically to 
bring abcut a union of interests of that com­ 
pany and the Oregon Navigation Company. 
We have been unable to confirm this, but if 
it is true, it affords an explanation for the 
large rise in Northern Pacific common stock 
and the advance to-day in preferred shares. 
The MeGarrnlinn Claim. 
W ashington, February 17th.—The House 
Committee on Private Land Claims to-day 
reported to the House and recommended the 
passage of the bill to confirm to William Me- 
Garrahan all that tract of land in the State 
of California known as the Rancho Pancche 
Grande, save such portions as have been 
patented or settled upon with the intention, 
in good faith, of obtaining title under thei 
laws of the United States. The bill further 
provides for the appointment by the Presi­ 
dent of a Commissioner, who shall report to 
the Secretary of the Interior the value of the 
patented and occupied lands, and the Secre­ 
tary shall issue scrip to McGarrahan for 
other lands of the United States (not mineral) 
equal in value at Government valuation.

ANECDOTE OF DR. GANNET. 
Rev. Dr. Gan net, whom the Unitarians 
of Boston revered as next to Channing in 
saintliness and purity of soul, was an un­ 
failing attendant upon a religious meeting 
held by a few friends. With his usual 
devotion to good things and forgetfulness 
of self, he set out at the regular hour on 
the day of the terrible snow-storm of 1868, 
which blockaded the streets of the Hub, 
and iu which several persons lust their 
lives while attempting to leave the city 
for suburban homes. 
The Doctor, who 
was as T.illiputian in frame as giant iu 
soul, struggled on through the deserted 
streets, encountering greater and greater 
difficulties, until at last, overcome with 
cold and fatigue, he stumbled and fell in 
an immense snow-drift, where he lay help­ 
less and in imminent peril of his life. At 
this critical juncture an enormous truck­ 
man, battling his way along, fortnnately 
entered the street, and catching sight of 
the Doctor, waded into the drift, picked 
him up, and lighting out again, shook the 
snow from his barden, and without the 
slightest idea who he was, laid him on the 
first door-step they could reach. Stand­ 
ing over him, he gazed down as a big dog 
might at a little one, and softening his 
tones into mingled pity and congratulation, 
he exclaimed, “ Why, you niizable little 
cripple you, if it hadn’t ’a been for me 
you’d a been in 
in half an hour!”

■ 
A M iracle.—An alleged miracle at 
Calais, Maine, is exciting a good deal of 
interest in that region. The particulars, 
as related by John Robinson, a man of 
more than ordinary intelligence, are as fol­ 
lows : “ My little girl of eight years old 
suffered every hour, night and day, with 
St. Vitus’ dance, so that she had to be 
watched constantly to prevent her falling 
on the stove or dishes. The physicians 
attending her said she must be sent to 
the hospital at Augusta. I related the 
case to an old man whom I happened to 
meet, and told him how badly I felt at 
sending her away. He said she could be 
entirely cured in nine days, and that I was 
a lucky man in having the means to cure 
in my own 1 ome. lie told me to stand my 
donkey with Lis head to the south, then 
sit the child on its back with her face to 
the east, and then to pass her over the 
donkey’s hack toward the west, saying, 
‘In the name of the Father, Son and 
Holy Ghost.’ Following his instructions, 
I did this for nine mornings before break­ 
fast. On the third morning the child be­ 
gan to improve and the donkey to take 
the disease. From that time to the end 
of nine days the efiild rapidly grew better 
and the donkey to grow worse, until it 
died on Monday after great suffering. 
The child is now perfectly restored. The 
neighbors are witnesses to these facts.” 


THE DEADLOCK IN THE ASSEMBLY. 
The working days of the session are 
rapidly passing, and up to the present 
time no important bills have been passed. 
Business in the Assembly has been brought 
practically to a standstill, and it is neces­ 
sary to point out where the responsibility 
for this state of affairs rests. Strong ef­ 
forts have been made by the more unscru­ 
pulous journals which demand the repeal 
of tlie debris bill to create an impression 
that the opponents of repeal are account­ 
able for the present deadlock. This is not 
the truth. On the contrary, it is to the 
friends of repeal that the present untoward 
situation is attributable, and if they psr- 
sist in the course they have lately been 
pursuing the responsibility for the failure 
of necessary legislation will lie with them 
alone. 
Because they cannot bring up 
the drainage repeal bill out of its order 
they have refused to allow any other bill 
to be brought up. The friends of the drain­ 
age Act have always been perfectly willing 
to proceed with the consideration of the 
county government Act, the appropriation 
and the apportionment bills, and any other 
measures which are of vital importance, 
but tlie so'-called anti debris members have 
deliberately defeated all attempts in this 
, direction, and have thus taken the position 
that in their opinion the repeal of the 
draiuage Act is superior in importance even 
to the carrying on of the State and county 
governments. The friends of the drainage 
Act arc not to be held accountable for this. 
They are resolute to prevent the repeal of 
a measure which they believe to be neces­ 
sary to the well-being of the common­ 
wealth, but they are not the obstruction­ 
ists. It is their opponents, the men who 
arrogate to themselves the special repre­ 
sentation of public opinion, who have baf­ 
fled all nece sary legislation for the past two 
weeks, and if they» persist in this course 
they will find that the people are capable 
of putting the responsibility for the con­ 
sequences where it belongs. 
THE WHITTAKER CASE, 
W hittaker has not helped himself by in­ 
sisting upon a Court-martial, for thus far 
all the evidence tends to conhrm the im­ 
pression that he himself is the guilty 
party. The attempt to show animus on 
the part of the officers of West Point has 
not been at all successful. In fact it has 
been elicited that at the outset of the case 
there was a very general feeling of indigna­ 
tion among those gentlemen against the 
supposititious assailants of the colored 
cadet. 
The moment investigation com­ 
menced, however, the strong improbability 
of W hittaker’s statements began to tell 
against him, and when the experts had 
completed their examinatien of the alleged 
warning note, it was scarcely possible to 
believe any longer in his innocence. It is 
we think already evident that the Court- 
martial will convict him, and that instead 
of retiring voluntarily from West Point he 
will be expelled with disgrace. And such, 
a conclusion we regard as the only one 
consistent with the facts of the case as 
heretofore developed. 


THE FARMERS OF NICOLAUS. 
We have received some resolutions 
adopted recently at a meeting of Sutter 
county farmers held at Nicolaus. They 
believe that they represent the sentiment 
of the people of Sutter county in protest­ 
ing against the disposition of the present 
Legislature to repeal the Debris bill. 
They observe that even supposing the 
charges against the Drainage Commission­ 
ers were just, "th e failure of a dam, the 
“ incompctency of an engineer, or the ex- 
‘1 travagance of a Commission are not 
“ valid reasons for refusing us protection.” 
They represent that the failure of the Leg­ 
islature to afford them relief and protection 
must involve all classes in ruin. And they 
ask that some remedial measures shall be 
adopted, “ if nothing more than the im- 
“ pounding of debris, the stoppage of the 
“ mines, or the buying of our lands as a 
“ dump for the miners.” The demand for 
action ccmes now from all parts of the 
Sacramento valley, and the general con­ 
sensus of opinion evidently is that while 
the hydraulic mines ought to be stopped, 
the Drainage Act ought not to be repealed 
in any event.

Concerning the Alabama paradox, General 
Walker says in a letter to Mr. Cox, and 
ivhich is printed by order of the House : 
Dear sir : I have your card, requesting 
me to explain more in detail the peculiar 
feature of the apportionment tables sub­ 
mitted to you this morning', by which it ap 
pears that Alahama gains 1 Representative 
on the basis of 299 members, increasing from 
7 to S members at that point, but loses 1 at 
300, falling back at that point to 7 members. 
In reply I would say that this result is to be 
explained as follows : 
' 
In increasing the number of Representa­ 
tives, as shown in the table sent yon, the 
number of inhabitants required to a Repre­ 
sentative is diminished at each such increase 
of members by between five and six hundred. 
Now, in dividing by the number so reduced 
the population of a State having a compara­ 
tive small population, the influence upon its 
unrepresented fraction is very much Ie6s, 
necessarily, than in the case of a State hav­ 
ing a large population. Thus, for example, 
if we assumed for convenience that the num­ 
ber of inhabitants required for a Represent­ 
ative were 160,000, a State having 4,S01,«00 
inhabitants would receive 30 Representatives, 
with an unrepresented fraction of 1,000 ; 
while a State having a population of 101,000 
inhabitants would receive 1 Representative, 
with an equal unrepresented fraction. 
106,982+ 7 ■ 551 = 110,S39. 
106.530+ 9 X 551=111,45.9. 
106,681 + 18 x 551=116,599. 
Alabama’s fraction becomes 110,839, while 
that of Illinois becomes 110,599, and that of 
Texas 111,489. 
Consequently, in the assignment of ad­ 
ditional Representatives upon fractions, ac­ 
cording to the total number of 300, Illinois 
and Texas receive an additional Representa­ 
tive each, while Alabama loses that which 
she gained at 299. At 301, however, she re­ 
gains what was thus lost, her fraction rising 
to 114,668, which is sufficient to entitle her 
to the Representative, whose addition to the 
previous number makes the House consist of 
301, instead of 300 members.

Crim e in th e U nited States.—The 
Secretary of the British Howard Associa­ 
tion argues in The Loiulon Record that the 
great increase of crime in the United 
States may partly be attributed to a too 
lax and too indulgent prison system. The 
Americans,’ he says, are a very “ smart” 
people in many ways, but they are not at 
all “ smart” in their prison discipline. 
“ They are penny wise and pound foolish,” 
inasmuch as, for the sake of apparent and 
immediate profit, they crowd their prison­ 
ers together in corrupting association iu 
jail workshops, aud allow them more 
abundant and more luxurious food than 
many honest toilers get, and purchase 
many thousand novels for the prisoners to 
beguile their leisure houre; whereas the 
nation would be able to avoid half or 
three-fourths of the frequently excessive 
long terms of imprisonment, and more 
than half of the recommittals, by the adop­ 
tion of a rigorous system of short-term 
cellular imprisonment. 
This should be 
neither solitary nor idle. The prisoners 
should have free intercourse with good 
visitors and instructors, but no intercourse 
with other criminals. Their occupation, 
exercise and reading should also be well 
secured. This would shortly prove to be 
a far more humane and also far more de­ 
terrent Bystem than the present one, and a 
far less costly one, by the consequent great 
diminution of crime.

The Citizens’ Anti-Hydraulic Meeting at

LOCAL INJEUJGENGE. 


N ew State N ormal School B uilding.— 
State Superintendent F. M. Campbell, who 
has recently returned from San .Jose, reports 
that the State Normal School building will 
be completed and ready for occupancy by the 
atter part of April or firet of May next. It 
will be considerable larger than the old build­ 
ing, and much more commodious. The former 
building, which was a wood structure, cost 
nearly $300.000, whereas the prefent one, 
which is of brick, will be completed for lit-s 
than *150,000. Of this amount §50,000 was 
received from insurance on the previous 
building and .*100,000 was appropriated by 
the last Legislature. 
An appropriation of 
§25,000 has been made the present session to 
inclose and improve the grounds, and for 
sinking artesian wells upon them for supply­ 
ing the building, and for lawn and other uses 
upon the premises. The entire furniture and 
appointments of the school were destroyed 
at the time of the fire, and provision for §10,­ 
000 is included in the general appropriation 
bill now before the Legislature, for furnish­ 
ing and providing apparatus. The present 
structure is not iu the same compact style as 
the former one, but consists of a main central 
building, with two wing-, connected with the 
main porti- n by color nidee. The main build­ 
ing is three st Ties in bight and the wings 
two stories. The Janaaiy term of the State 
Normal School opened with seventy-five 
scho'ars more than was ever in attendance at 
a corresponding term. 


T h e R o l l in g M il l s.—The engine for the 
rolling mills is now nearly completed, and 
will be placed in position in a week or two. 
The plans for the steam hammer are now 
being drawn. These will include probably 
the heaviest castings ever made upon the 
coast. The hammer proper will weigh five 
tons, and the anvil upon which it is to strike 
will weigh about three hundred1 and forty 
tons. 
This will necessarily be made in sec­ 
tions for the purpose of enabling a change of 
the dies for different classes of forging, and 
also to lessen the dimensions of the several 
parts so as to bring them within the capacity 
of the works here to cast them. The largest 
piece will weigh about twenty-seven tons, 
ami will require the full united capacity of 
all the furnaces at the shops for meiting the 
iron for the casting. A mammoth ladle to 
hold the molten iron will be made fur this 
special use, which will he placed by the mold, 
and into which will be collected the melted 
metal from all the cupolas. When a suf­ 
ficient amount has thus been brought into one 
mass it will be turned into the mold, and in 
this manner the monster casting will be made. 


C ommercial.—The steamer Flora has ar­ 
rived from the upper Sacramento, with the 
barge Garfield, loaded with grain. She re­ 
turned to Princeton last night with the barge 
(Joveruor Hayes, for grain. The Modoc did 
not arrive from San Francisco yesterday until 
4 p. m., by reason of towing up a barge of 
coal. 
She returned la3t night, taking part of 
the Garfield cargo of wheat to Vallejo, end 
the remainder goes to Port Costa. San .Toa- 
qu'n No. 2 arrived from the Lay, and took ■ n 
a load of H nr and feed from the Pioneer 
mills and returned below. 
The steamer 
Dover, which has been engaged in collecting 
railroad ties and rails washed from the Cali­ 
fornia Pacific this side of Davisville, has re­ 
turned with the barge Farmer, loaded with 
said material. 
Before leaving the tules the 
water had fallen so much th3t the steamer 
had to return by way of what is known as 
Willow slough, and from there to Cache 
slough and into the rive-. The heavy trestle 
bridge which was washed away is found 
lodged on a high portion of the tales, but 
could not be reached, a3 the water was tco 
low. 


M ilita ry Encampment.—The officers of 
the Firs1. Artillery Regiment contemplate 
holding their Dext annual encampment at 
Glenbrook Park, situated between Nevada 
City and Grass Valley. It will take place 
some time in the latter part of -Tuly or f ire 
part of August, and continue eight days, j 
provided ¡he mattor of finances can be ar­ 
ranged. 
A large expense would be incurred 
by going thus far from home, and the Nevada 
íítrald strongly urges the raising of §1,000 
by subscription in Nevada City and Grass 
Valley, to insure the project. 
It is esti­ 
mated that the proposed encampment would 
cost ali'int §5,000. and it is understood that 
if §1,000 is raised by tire towns mentioned 
the camp at Glenbrook Park will be decided 
upon. 
A daily exercise with shot and shell, 
sham battles by daylight, and moonlight, and 
receptions in camp and iu b :th Nevada and 
Grass Valley, are upon the proposed pro­ 
gramme. 
U nion Services.—In compliance with ap­ 
pointment made by the Ministerial Union of 
the churches of Oakland and Sau Francisco, 
yesterday was observed by the pastors and 
churches iu this city for special devotional 
exeicise.s. 
A union meeting was held in the 
Presbyterian church, from 11 a. m. to 1 p. m , 
at which the attendance filled the church. 
Dr. ltwinell conducted the meeting the first 
hour, and was followed by Dr. Bentley, who 
had charge duri.-.g the remainder of the ser­ 
vice. 
The exercises were opened by reading 
of Scripture, and the two hours’ service was 
closely occupied with brief, earnest remarks 
by the pastors cf the several city churches 
and others, with invocation and singing. 
Special services of prayer were also held in 
all the churches last evening, at which an 
unusual interest prevailed.

The meeting called by the Committee of 
56 citizens, with George Cadwalader as 
Chairman, was held at the Pavilion last even­ 
ing to protest against hydraulic mining,,Geo. 
Cadwalader presided, and Ed. F . Smith 
acted as Secretary. 
Mayor Turner, C. W. 
Clark, Christopher Green, Fred. Cox, J. It. 
Watson, C. H. Cummings and N. L. Drew 
occupied seats on the stage next the Chair­ 
man. 
Senator Pardee and Assemblyman 
Camron also during part of the evening had 
seats on the platform. There were present 
when the meeting was called to order 448 
citizens. 
During the evening about 75 others 
came in, and the aggregate congregation 
reached probably aa high a figure as 525 or 
530 people, including a large number of legis­ 
lators and several citizens of Sutter county. 


AT THE OPENING OF THE MEETING 
The Secretary read the call for the meeting, 
and also a letter from Rev. I. E. Dwinell, 
declaring his belief that the only way to save 
the valley from the fl ood of sand and slum is 
lo stop the deposition of it in the rivers and 
their tributaries, and declaring it the duty ot 
the Legislature to protect the people against 
a buiiness carried on by sanction of State 
law. A letter from Mayor Stone, of Marys­ 
ville. was read, setting forth like views, and 
holding that the Government must protect 
Marysville against the hydrulie miners, as 
her titles are derived from the Mexican Gov­ 
ernment, which the United States Govern­ 
ment is solemnly pledged to hold good. I he 
Mayor also referred at length to the suit by 
Marysville against the miners, and the inten­ 
tion to now push it, and also to the issues 
upon which he was elected, and which gave 
voice to the wishes of the Marysville people 
as against hydraulic mining. 
Mr. Cadwalader then addressed the meet­ 
ing. 
He said the meeting had been called by 
a committee of fifty-six citizens, of which he 
was Chairman. They desired the people to 
c insider fiist, a id then to initiate measures 
to prevent 
Sacramento being buried by 
detritus 
from 
hydraulic 
mines. 
He 
sketched the situation around this city 
and in Sutter and Yolo 
counties, and 
drew a touching picture of the suffering 
of the people who had been driven from their 
homes by the recent floods. He spoke of 
the value of the lands under water and now- 
being covered by mining debris, and of the 
depreciation iu values that must result. He 
said the water had been three feet deep dur­ 
ing the late storm, hack ot Brighton, on the 
railroad track, a thing which had not beeu 
seen before for twenty years. 
He asked the 
question if they were going to stand it ? [Cries 
of “ No!” and applause.) Were they going 
to wait until 
OLD AGE OVERTAKES THEM 
And confess to not having had foresight 
enough to prepare for it when young. [Cries 
of “ No," and applause.] He frequently ap­ 
pealed to them in this way, and received like 
responses. 
He sketched the testimony of 
Mr. Allardt, a civil and hydraulic engineer, 
who testified in the Keys injunction case 
against hydraulic mines, saying that this 
testimony was produced in response to the 
demand made by the R e c o r d - U n io n ’s edito­ 
rial of yesterday morning. [The testimony 
of Mr, Allardt appeared in full in the 
R e c o r d - U m o n ’s special report of the Keys 
case 
at 
the time 
of 
the 
trial 
and 
is familiar 
to 
all 
our 
readers.] _ He 
also produced a profile map showing a 
survey of the Yuba river from its mouth to 
the highest of the hydraulic mines; the 
amount of mining debris at the dumping 
places for the mines, and also the amount in 
the canyons. 
Mr. Allardt, he said, had also 
measured the cuts where the banks had been 
washed away, which showed the amount of 
earthy matter carried down into the rivers. 
This testimony of Mr. A. he cited in 
answer to the Record-Union when it de­ 
mon led scientific statements. The Yuba, he 
said, is smaller by one third than the Ameri­ 
can liver, and y tt has borne on its bosom the 
immense amount of heavy matter stated by 
Mr. Allardt. . 
Ov e r ISO,000 a c r es 
Of its bottom lands have been buried tip by de­ 
bris. Itisnow alla jungleof willows. Although 
it h"s beeti exposed to the sun aud rain for 
years it will not «row a blade of grass. About 
05 per cent, of the tailings lodge in the can­ 
yons, and the rest go down to the lower 
points in ' lie river. One hundred and sixty- 
two million cubic yards of matter have been 
sluiced’out into the Yuba and its tributaries, 
says Mr. Allardt, while but 12,000,000 cubic 
yards remain above in the river. 
This was the kind of e vidence the R ecord- 
U nion calls for. 
One company on the river 
admitted that it alone had washed down 18,­ 
000,000 cubic yards. Such a mass as has 
been stated, deposited on 030,000 acres of 
land would cover it one foot deep—so deep 
that 
NO FLOW COULD reach 
Below it. As to the carrying capacity of 
the rivers, their size must be remembered, 
and that the people helo-.v the Yuba can von 
have to stand the brunt of the depo.-dt. Gan 
we remain here and allow this thing to go on ? 
We are below the mouth of that canyon. It 
must stop or we must emigrate. 
Are you in 
favor of being forced out of this valley? 
[Cries of “ No ! No !’’]. 
The water of this river comes from a snow- 
belt which is just ahove the mining belt. It 
comes clear to the mines. 
It comes to us 
muddy. Stop the mining and it will come clear 
to us again. 
Such wa3 the testimony of all 
the witnesses. 
It was so settled as a fact by 
judicial decision in the Keys case. 
Such was 
the condition of the Bear river. 
It fought 
out a channel and a bed sufficient for it. 
Milli- ns of cubic yards of detritus have been 
deposited into it from hydraulic mines. A 
freshet comes and washes it out. 
Mr. Cadwalader here went into an elab­ 
orate statement of the law concerning the 
rights and the enjoyment and produce of his 
property and the limit which the law puts 
upon a man in the use of his property so 
as not to infringe upon 
the rights of 
his 
neighbor. 
He quoted largely from 
authorities and from his voluminous bri«f 
in 
the 
Keys 
case, 
going 
over 
the 
ground, which is familiar to the readers of 
this paper, the citation having been fully re­ 
ported and published iu the R eco rd U n io n 
at the time the case was before the Supreme 
Court. At one-point Mr. Cadwalader made 
the statement that he was not aware that the 
R eo o rd-U n io n would change its position 
after the citation of the evidence which he 
had produced. 
It may be here very properly 
stated that the R eco rd-U n io n has 


SEVER CHANGED ITS OPINIONS 
Concerning the question of requiring the 
hydraulic miners to take care of their tail­ 
ings, and prevent the destruction of the 
rivers aud 
adjacent 
lands 
and 
cities, 
and none of 
the facts stated by Mr. 
Cadwalader have been overlooked by the 
R eoord- U n io n , or lacked full exposition 
therein. 
_ 
Mr. Cadwalader insisted that hydraulic 
mining is not the most profitable, and em­ 
ploys but few persons, and that immense 
amounts of earth are washed down to obtain 
but a small pay streak ; that the number en­ 
gaged in it is but small, and that moat of the 
mining is of quartz, drifting and other min­ 
ing. He said it had always been the law that 
miners have been 
RANKED AS ADVENTURERS 
Engaged in a hazardous business, composed 
of two classes—a small rich class on the top, 
and .a very poor class at the bottom. Coming 
to his conclusion, he declared that the prop­ 
erty of the city and the people and the sur­ 
rounding country must be saved from the 
slickens. 
“ I tell you,” he continued, “ we 
must fight for our rights [applause!; we 
must dare to maintain them." [Applause ] 
They tell us that if we dare to interfere with 
them they won’t buy any butter or cheese of 
us. 
How’s that? That’s played out. They 
tried that on Marysville, and now they want 
to try it on Sacramento. She need_ not have 
any fear. 
The feeling is so widespread 
through the State in relation to the vast de­ 
struction that has been caused, that not the 
least fear of any such threat need be appre­ 
hended. 
Every paiier in San Francisco is

And all the leading papers elsewhere. The 
feeling is the same all over the State, and 
how can Sacramento suffer by it any more 
than any other place ? ” He said the Com­ 
mittee 
of

They found that 
no Sacramento 
merchant' bad sold his 
principles. They had had fears, and threats 
had been made, but they went no further. 
He stated thi=, he said, in answer to intima­ 
tions in the Record-Union concerning the 
matter of threats having been made to with­ 
draw patronage if the opposition to hydraulic 
mining 
was 
continued. 
He 
made 
a 
lengthy statement concerning the arching 
of the river beds by the filling in of the de­ 
bris. and predicted that has been done in the 
American in the region of Brighton and the 
railroad bridge, that 
the 
waters would 
sweep over this 
town, and 
we would 
ail be drowned. 
There is no telling, he 
said, where the American will go next, 
when 
its 
bed 
is 
filled 
np like the 
Yaba and the Bear and brought on 3 line 
with the red lands. 
Already the water has 
been three feet deep on the red lands east of 
the city. The time for immediate action has 


come. We cannot have representatives with 
different opinions from ours. 
We want them 
to obey our instructions. 
If they don’t be­ 
lieve that we represent fifteen sixteenths of 
this community, I dare them to 
PUT UP THEIR BEST MAN 
For Mayor, who favors continuing hydraulic 
mining as it is, and he won’t get fifty votes 
[applause], and if he gets his deserts he will 
be kicked out of town. He objected to the 
R e c o u p U n io n singling him out for criticism, 
to the exclusion and ignoring of the 55 other 
members of the committee, men who are 
well 
known and 
responsible. 
He ob­ 
jected to the 
paper 
shooting 
ift ar­ 
rows at him, 
making him 
the target. 
He said he would cot stacd it. 
I t was not 
to be endured. 
He “ would die first.” He 
appealed to the people to etand by the com­ 
mittee when the actions to secure injunctions 
are brought. Mr. Cadwalader’s remarks were 
very much extended, and he dealt largely in 
figures and read from books, and so lengthy 
was his speech that even close synopsis en­ 
larges this report unduly. * 


A BULLDOZING MATTER. 
Mr. Cadwalader then called on H. M. 
Bernard, from a Committee on Bulldozing 
that had been appointed by the General 
Committee, to report, 
Mr. Bernard said 
Mr. Carey would report. 
J. T. Carey then 
took the stand, and sai l that regarding the 
report that threats had been made as to 
withdrawal of patronage if the RECORD­ 
ED NIOX continued to oppose hydraulic mining, 
the committee had made inquiry of the 
Secretary of the Board of Trade and several 
merchants, and could not find that any such 
bulldozing had been attempted to induce the 
Record-Union to change from any course it 
had taken in the matter. Mr. Cadwalader 
then called on J. H. McKune to report from 
a Committee on Resolutions. 
Judge Me- 
Kuue presented the report, which the Secre­ 
tary read as follows: 
The citlzeus of the city of Sacramento and vicin­ 
ity, m aking common cause with the residents and 
property-owners of the city of Marysville and the 
farmers along the margin of our rivers, the chan­ 
nels of which art- filling with detritus, poured into 
their stream s and their tributaries by hydraulic m in­ 
ing ; and feeling th at our bailty depends on united, 
vigorous, intelligent, immediate 
action directed 
against the continuance of the causes which threaten 
the destruction of our property, and turning our a t­ 
tention to the only means of relief which appears to 
us practicable, in a m eeting called to consider the 
subject, and representing the general sentim ents of 
the people of Sacramento and vicinity, do resolve: 
1. T .it tw enty years of experience dem onstrate 
th at the channels of our rivers cannot carry and 
discharge into the bay of San Francisco and the 
ocean the detritn3 from the hydraulic mines using 
our rivers as places of depodt for their tailings, but 
th at a large part of such detritus lodges along the 
bank in tile bottom of our rivers, filling them up. 
As those hydraulic miners enlarge their business, 
U9:ng improved appliances and pour large am ounts 
of gravel, stnd and dirt into these rivers, they, by 
reason of the shoaling of tire water, are less and less 
able to carry it off. until the u tter destruction of 
our river courses and the farms and cities bordering 
on them is certainly close at hand, unless hydraulic 
miners arc compelled to take care of their debris. 
2. T in t we have no hope of relief by appealing to 
the m ining corporations engaged in this destruction 
to so use their own, as not to destroy our property, 
and th at our relief can only come through the 
Legislature or our Courts, or both. 
3. We regard that u p to this tim e our legislative 
delegation iias not been able to secure U r us any 
legislative relief, and we expect and lequest them to 
redouble their efforts and not let th e present session 
end without being able to present to us. a9 a rea­ 
son for our renewed support and confidence, the 
desired legislation. 
■ 
4. That we request the members of our delega­ 
tion to aid in the passage of the two bills introduced 
by Senator Harlan, Nos. 319 and 320, with suitable 
amendments to the former, making violators liable 
to civil instead of criminal remedies. 
5. That the Committee of Fifty-six be continued 
and authorized to act for us in m atters connected 
-with the objects of this meeting. 
G. We recommend to our city authorities to com­ 
m unicate with the authorities of the city of Marys­ 
ville, offering co operation in m atters pertaining to 
injunctions restraining the further destruction of 
our cities, rivers and lands. 
7. N othing short of preventing the debris from 
reaching the beds of our m ountain rivers can give 
us adequate relit f. 
Mr. Cadwalader here read Senate Bill No. 
320, and referred to Senate Bill No. 31!*, aud 
explained that radical measures had not been 
asked for, and that the proposal to punisli 
the turning of tailings into the rivers had 
been reduced so as to leave it a matter of 
civil remedy, and not a penal penalty. Oae 
of the bills was to correct in the Codes 
the supposed stumbling block the eld Su­ 
preme Court had found concerning the union 
of parties in actions to restrain the flowing 
of detritus upon lands aud into river channels. 
He then put the question 011 the resolutions, 
and they were adopted by a loud and almcst 
unanimous “ Aye,” only about twenty noes 
bring heard on the call for them. 
AN EXCITING SCENE. 
The Chairman, Mr. Cadwalader, stated 
that it had beeu arranged for several citizens 
of other sections to make statements concern­ 
ing damages by reason of hydraulic mining, 
and he c died first on Mr. W ilbur of Butter 
county to take the stage. Baying only fiiteeu 
minutes would be allowed each speaker. 
Senator Johnson (iu the audience)—Mr. 
Chairman. 
Several voices—“ Take the stand.” 
The Chair—Mr. W ilbur will come forward. 
Senator Johns-n—I desire only one word, 
to have an error corrected (advancing to the 
stage.) 
The Chair (Mr. Johnson on 
the stage, 
cries for “ Wilbur !” “Johnsoa!” “ Order ’.”) — 
The Chair de-ires to state that a com­ 
mittee 
consisting 
of 
fifty-six 
citizens 
called this meeting for a purpose set forth 
in the call. That was, to instruct our legis­ 
lative delegation, not to hear from them, and 
so Mr. Johnson can’t be heird. 
Mr. Wilbur 
will come up to the stage. [Mr. W ilbur heTe 
gained the stage. Meanwhile Mr. Johnson 
was plainly heard explaining to the Chair 
that he wanted to have an error corrected. 
“ It must be or you will get us into a fix.”] 
[Cries of “ Order,” “ Johnson,” “ W ilbur,” 
“ Goon,” “ Hear him,” “ Wilbur.”] “ Here 
you are instructing us to vote for Senate 
Bill 320 when it has beeu dropped, aud 317 
substituted for it,” explained Mr. Johnson 
to Mr. Cadwalader, while the latter looked 
over his head and continued to urge Mr. W il­ 
bur to go on. The latter gentleman seemed 
greatly confused, and as he passed Mr. John­ 
son, ivho was retiring, took him by the 
hand and sought to pull him forward. 
All the while the Chairman was urging W il­ 
bur to proceed on his tune, which was ex­ 
piring.] 
Mr. Wilbur— I hope there will be no bull­ 
dozing. This man only wants to correct a 
clerical error. 
James McC’latchy—I move Mr. Johnson 
be heard. 
The Chair—Mr. W ilbur you are in order 
to speak on the subject before the house, but 
we will direct the order cf this meeting. 
Mr. McClatnhy (mounting the reporters’ 
table excitedly)—I appeal from your decision. 
[Confusion.] 
The Chair—The decision of the Chair is 
appealed from, that Mr. Wilbur must con­ 
fine himself— 
Mr. MeClatchy (from the floor)—No, sir ; 
no. sir. [Confusion.] 
The Chair—W ell! 
_ 
Mr. MeClatchy—I appeal from your decis­ 
ion that Mr. Johnson shall not be heard. 
The Chair—Very well, then. 
Mr. MeClatchy—The delegation has now 
been instructed, and it is therefore in ordsr 
and right to hear from any of them. [Con­ 
fusion.] 
The Chair—The Chair can’t be bulldozed 
by Mr. MeClatchy. I Mr. MeClatchy here 
dropped into his seat.] 
Shall the decision of 
the Chair stand as the judgment of the Con­ 
vention ? [A roar of “ ayes,” mingled with 
laughter.] 
Mr. MeClatchy—N o! 
_ _ 
The Chair—There is one n a y ; the Chair is 
sustained. [Applause.] 
[Mr. Johnson explained to several, as he 
did to the Chair, that he wished only to cor­ 
rect an error, as S. B. 320 is not before the 
Legislature, but 347 is the bill meant. 
He 
warmly disclaimed any desire or intent to 
speak. 
Had he desired to address the audi­ 
ence, it is probable that he would have done 
so, and that the meeting would have listened 
to him.] 
MR. WILBUR 
Then spoke, and described the flood scenes in 
Sutter. 
He was questioned by Mr. Cadwal­ 
ader frequently, and these facts were elicited : 
That he had Been in the late storm 30,000 
acres of the finest of farms put under water 
from one to ten feet deep in Sutter. All 
chances for a crop are probably gone this 
year. Didn't believe that there is any consid­ 
erable amount of 
land, except the three 
Buttes, west of the Feather river,[that is not 
submerged. The mining tailings have de­ 
posited from fíx inches to five feet deep. If 
a committee of doctors is called in when one 
man is beating another, they’d probably say 
stop the beating, and not calculate how long 
the man could stand it, 
JOSEPH ROUTIER 
Of Brighton was next questioned by the 
Chairman. He lives ten miles above the city, 
on the American. Is a farmer. 
Lived there 
twenty-three years. Used to dig there forty- 
two feet for water ; get it now at twenty-six 
feet. The river bottom has raised that dif­ 
ference. The last flood the river deposited 
two 
feet 
more 
of sand on his land. 
Once that land was on a hi"h bank ; then the 
river came up to it, and he had to raise 
something on it, so he began to cultivate cat- 
tLh. But the flood of two weeks ago came, 
“ and now,” said Mr. Routier, “ the cattish 
have run off into the river.” Two weeks ago 
he had as tiae a garden as one need wish for, 
as be had determined to try what profit is in 
vegetable raising. Nqw that garden is under 
from 1 wo to three feet of sand. 
The Ameri­ 
can has filled eighteen to twenty feet at his 
place. 
The American this year didn't get as 
high a? in 1862 or 1S67 by five feet. If it had 
there would have been 
NO CITY HERE NOW. 
If the water had been as high it would have 
been 10 feet deep on his place. 
Hugh M. Larue next took the stand and 
made a clear, concise statement. His first 


location of a farm wa3 made over 30 years 
aco ■ n the American, four miles from where 
th ; Pavilion now stands. 
That farm is now 
; buried out of sight. The American had high 
banks and clear sparklinu water, and theltide 
ebbed and ¡lowed twen: -1 oches daily at S 1 - 
rameato. He shortly after located a second 
farm on the Bear. 
Tha*, too, had clear 
wate", was a deep ¡r e 111 and had 25-foot 
banks. 
The Yuba’s ban’ s v.ere twenty 
feet 
at 
Marysville, 
ai d 
her 
waters 
clear. 
So, 
too, 
with 
the 
Featbor. 
No sand-bar on 
the American could 1 e 
found nearer than ten miles up from the 
mou’h. Ocean ships and great ¡tenners can e 
up to the mouth if the American. A litt’e 
stern-wheeler can hardly get there now. 
He 
improved his farms, married, and children 
were born to him, and he began to build up 
a lovely home. 
He spent 20 years of h s 
manhood’s prime on that farm. 
Ten years 
ago he had to abandon it. 
Now a few Chi­ 
nese, in low water, raise some stragidiDg pea­ 
nuts on bits of the place left bv the river ; 
but it is all under sand, and his old house 
that he moved after the flood of 1862 on 
higher ground was this year reached by the 
river. He had heard so; he couldn’t bear 
to go and see it, and hadn’t for many years. 
Where the river banks were 20 feet high they 
are now but four. 
In 1849 thirty-six inches 
of rain fell, and in 1852 nearly as much, and no 
water ran from the river on his place. 
But 
in 1S62 it ran five feet deep on it, aud iu 1867 
left a 
foot or so of 
slickens 
on his 
house floors. 
So in a few years, if these 
things go on, Sacramento will be over­ 
whelmed and covered. 
The only remedy is 
to stop the evil and repair damages as we 
may. 
He had been through floods and 
studied them, and that was his conclusion. 
His last farm he located in Yolo on high 
laud, so high and dry that it was not best for 
farming, but this year the flood reached it. 
and because the debris fills the rivers and 
crowds the waters over towards the high 
lands we must abandon this valley or the 
hydraulic miners must ceasa their depository 
of tailings in the streams. 


GEORGE W. HANCOCK, 
An old resident and farmer, formerly of 
Sutter county*, was the next speaker. 
He 
had lately been up the river to Red Bluff ; 
went to note the condition of things and re­ 
port for the R ecord -U n ion , and his reports 
were published in that journal. 
He had 
since theu formulated his figures and got 
them in still better order. 
Four townships 
in Sutter, west of the Feather and southeast 
of the Buttes, are fl >oded. 
The land was all 
a garden epot. 
Its profits were §75 per acre at 
the lowest 
The loss there is §090.000. Two- 
thirds of the area west of the Feather 
had been sown to the grain at §3 per 
acre, equaling §276,000 moie of loss. In the 
township above Moon’s Ferry the loss is §23,- 
(*00. 
He made the total less over §1,247.500. 
These damages are largely consequential, but 
they are worse than if direct. 
He explained 
at length about the river breaking from its 
course, and how, three miles below Knight’s 
Landing, ic runs up stream, and at places is 
black water, and how it needs straightening, 
and how at Giay’s Bend the fall, by a cut 
off, can ba increased from two inches to six 
inches to the mile. 
Mr. Hancock’s statement 
was very interesting, and cannot well be con­ 
densed, as it necessarily is in this report. His 
final estimate of damage in Sutter county was 
§2,000.000. 
Christopher Green was next introduced. 
Ha uttered but a few words, and simply said 
that all had come to the conclusion that 
hydraulic mining must cease, or the deposit 
of tailiogs in the river cease. 
I t had been 
tried, but this time the people will go ahead 
with it. 
MAYOR JABEZ TURNER 
Was the next speaker. 
He spoke earnestly 
of the great impjrtance of the question being 
considered. He quoted from learned writers to 
show the danger of washing down earthy mat­ 
ter into streams. Theconflictbetweencommer- 
cial and agricultural interests on one hand 
and mining on the other is upon ns. 
We 
must have relief. 
There must bs a law od 
the statute hook by which any man can in­ 
voke the aid of the law to protect his property 
from destruction by the acts of others in prose­ 
cuting their business. 
Let the evil go on, 
and in a very few years this valley will in 
winter be an inland sea, and in summer an 
arid waste. 
Our little retreat here will not 
then avail us—it will be swept away before 
that time, perhaps. We must have a remedy, 
and we must apply it. 


A RESOLUTION. 
G. W. Carey here introduced the following 
resolution, which wa3 adopted, about twenty 
noes being heard: 
BiIctd, That the operation of the Debris Com­ 
mission, niter an expenditure of nearly one-half a 
million dollars under tlie debris Act, has proven 
wholly iuudequjtc to relieve the Sierameuto valley 
fr m the effects of the fl \v of debris from, the by 
ilraulic m in in g; th at our representará i s in the 
Legislature are requeued to vote for and use their 
utm ost power to aeeurc a repeal ot the Act known 
as tlie debris Act.

WAT IN 
Was the next speaker, and was introduced as 
the largest purchaser uf goods in the country. 
He said he ha t not before been so fully 
aware of the teal amount of our trouble. He 
had heard of facts that lccpaiud his former 
convictions. 
He had lived here twenty 
years. 
He could verify all that had been 
said. 
In 1852 he lived near F Iiom, and 
knew the American weil, and knew it when 
there was ‘25 to 80 Let of water iu ic 
all the 
year, 
where now, 
in 
summer, 
you can almost go across it dry-shod. 
1’he city has spent enormous stuns to protect 
herself, but it is all folly. He saw it clearly. 
He realized all his risk—that ail the labor of 
a life-tim is in peril, for all he has is here. 
He 
hail 
never believed we could get 
relief from 
the 
Debris bill. 
He had 
thought 
it 
impossible 
to 
detain 
the 
Sacramento 
river 
in 
its 
banks, 
because an eminent engineer not long ago 
told him that the plane of the bed of the 
Suisun Bay is but six inches lower than the 
bed of the river at Sacramento, and the dis­ 
tance between the two is between eighty and 
ninety miles by the river. 
So it is child’s 
play to attempt to force it now to carry the 
debris and its waters. They can’t make it 
scour out its channel with such a fall. 
It 
seems like baby talk to speak of such a 
thing. [Applause ] 
The river must have 
other aid. 
If it had solid and high banks 
like a trough of iron it might be made to 
carry 
to 
the 
bay, 
but 
you 
can’t 
make 
mud 
run 
up 
bill. 
He 
had 
doubts if the evil can he stopped. 
But If it 
can be now, he yet believed th8 slums will 
continue to come down for fifty years to 
come. 
So hs believed solemnly that we are 
in a critical c mditi >n ; that in the near future 
the water will overtop any such defenses as 
those we now have. ' I’erhaps the farmers had 
best give up their lands and roads and f irrns, 
and build mounds, and get their houses upon 
them, and he ready at least to save their 
lives. 
We want for this cir.ya levee. 
We 
have never had a levee. [Applause.] Enor­ 
mous sums we hive spent—wasted foolishly. 
(Jar levee ought to he on the slope, 1 
to 6 or 8 on the outside (applause). 20 
feet yvide on top, 
and 
10 
fe=t above 
any probable high water. 
Then we will 
have good ievee-. 
Our §11,000,000 of prop 
erty will be safe, and people will fetl 
secure. 
The money we 
spent on the 
Y-street levee was simply thrown away. 
[Applause.] 
The American liver should- 
bound us on one side and R street on the 
other, out to Thirty-first street. 
That is big 
enough. 
Let us take care of that, it will be 
all right and we may live here iu content. 
If 
we don’t 
do 
this 
our people wi.l 
gradually drop out, and in five or ten years 
the city will be ruined. We must protect our 
valu-s. 
[Applause ] It is better to tax oui- 
selves 81,000,000 now than lose all. [Ap­ 
plause.] 
Let 
us 
sacrific 
one-eleveilths 
rather 
than 
lo¡e 
it 
and 
the 
other 
ten-elevenths beside. [Applause.] Mr. Cad­ 
walader here, with a few remark-, announced 
the close of the meeting, and led in three 
hearty cheers for Sacramento, in which the 
entire audience apparently joined with great 
earnestness.

Dr. Cole, of Calapoola, Or., had 3300 
worth of goats .killed by dogs recently. 
Six persona were baptized in Dairy creek, 
near Hillsboro, Or., the 23d of January. 
Lodi is proud of a 5-year-old boy who 
speaks both English and Spanish fluently. 
Diphtheria has disappeared from Rose- 
burg, Or. 
Three cases and one death 
made up the record. 
A stage driver was eleven hoars lately 
in going from Rock Point to (¡rant Pass. 
Or., a distance of fifteen miles. 
(Jareon, Nev., has a man who can speak 
five dialects of the Chinese language.
